Being  very  hardy,  it  will  grow  under  conditions  that  many 
evergreens  find  unfavorable.  In  rock  gardens,  or  filling-in  at  the  base 
of  taller-growing  evergreens  it  is  extremely  useful,  and  in  groups  with 
other  species  it  contrasts  with  pleasing  effects.  Its  prostrate  branches 
seldom  lift  themselves  more  than  eighteen  inches  from  the  ground,  and 
is  much  better  adapted  to  low  planting  than  Pfitzer’s  Juniper.
